Lagomarsino's 
town meet draws 
many questions

It was an old-fashioned town meeting 
with an estimated 100 persons jamming 
La Honda School auditorium to get a look 
at their man in Congress. 
Rep. Robert J. Lagomarsino, R- 
Ventura and Santa Barbara counties, 
opened the meeting at 7:32 p.m. “ Unlike 
most things in government.” Lagomar­ 
sino said by way of introduction, “ this 
meeting will start on time.” Then he 
glanced at the clock, smiled and said, 
Well, almost on time.” The meeting 
had been scheduled for 7:30 p.m. 
It was a scene Lagomarsino is fam iliar 
with. “ Some say I ’m trying to emulate 
President Carter with these meetings, 
but it ’s the other way around.” 
Lagomarsino said and then noted that his 
meeting with the public pre-dated 
Carter's much publicized question and 
answer sessions. 
It was Lagomarsino at the hub of at­ 
tention. painting the legislative scene 
with the deft strokes of the accomplished 
politician: fielding questions, smiling oc­ 
casionally to take the bite out of a ques­ 
tion, and generally reassuring his 
listeners. Many of his listerners liked 
what they saw and heard and some said 
so 
Lagomarsino uttered words of support 
for the Auburn Dam project in northern 
California, for the Diablo Canyon 
nuclear power project and for the reduc­ 
tion of the federal work force by attrition 
rather than by firing. He was straight 
and to the point on the proposed selection 
of Pt. Conception for an LNG base: 
There will be no LNG facility at Pt. 
Conception, he said, based on “ the 
political facts of life.” 
Mild applause greeted his declaration 
that “ we shouldn’t stop projects 
designed to provide water.” Then he 
cited the Auburn project and noted that 
it was 20 per cent completed when it 
came under a federal hold recently. 
But it was a parade of little things that 
touch the lives of people in personal. but 
poignant ways that spurred most of the 
questions. Members of the audience 
asked about the Food and Drug Ad­ 


ministration. and the department’s pur­ 
view over drugs and vitamins; they 
asked about veterans' benefits, about 
taxes and federal water projects; they 
asked about energy and the federal debt 
and about President Carter’s promise to 
reorganize the government. 
On the latter question, Lagomarsino 
said it would be difficult to accomplish. 
“ Some might point to the Post Office,” 
he said, at another point, “ that was 
reorganized.” At still another point, he 
declared half in jest: “ You can’t 
reorganize something that wasn’t 
organized in the first place ” Then in a 
more serious vein, he said, “ I would be 
hesitant to make any major changes in 
the Post Office at this time.” 
In other respects, Lagomarsino was 
critical of President Carter’s rebate plan 
because it was not decisive enough in his 
view, and instead, touted a tax cut as a 
means of stimulating the economy. 
“ People should spend as much of their 
own money as possible,” he said. 
Lagomarsino spoke of his opposition to 
the ill-fated common situs picketing bill, 
criticized proposals for the re ­ 
negotiation of federal contracts because 
it could hurt the “ little guy,” and might 
“ discourage the little guy from seeking 
government contracts.” 
Lagomarsino criticized the level of the 
federal debt. He said the public should be 
concerned about the level of the 
President’s budget, but then added, 
“ Congress’ budget was even higher.” 
Lagomarsino had previously noted that 
Congress was controlled by the 
Democrats. 
In the end. Lagomarsino went beyond 
his own announced curfew of 9 p.m.. giv­ 
ing ground every few minutes, with a 
smile, a wave of his hand and a glance at 
the clock 
“ W e’ll take one or two more 
questions.” he said Earlier he had an­ 
nounced he had a long drive home after 
the meeting. 
After the meeting finally concluded, a 
line formed with members of the 
audience waiting patiently to get the ear 
of their representative That was the 
scene as 9:30 came and went.

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Saccharin approved 
for home use only 


Carter drops controversial 
$50 tax rebate proposal 


WASHINGTON (U P I > — The Food and 
Drug Administration said today it will 
ban saccharin in foods, drugs and 
cosmetics — 90 per cent of all current 
uses — but will allow it to be sold as a 
non-prescription drug for home use 
“ With 1.000 Americans a day already 
dying from cancer, with another 1,600 
new cases being detected daily, and with 
the knowledge that we don't know what 
causes most of these cancers, then I 
think that we as a nation cannot ignore 
the kind of evidence that we now have 
against saccharin,” said FDA Commis­ 
sioner Donald Kennedy. 
He said saccharin sold as an over-the- 
counter drug will have to be labeled: 


“ For use as a non-caloric sweetener 
when sugar restricted diets are medical­ 
ly indicated as in patients with 
diabetes.” and: “ Warning: saccharin 
causes bladder cancers in animals Use 
of saccharin may increase your risk of 
cancer.” 


Saccharin will be banned not only in 
food, primarily diet soft drinks, but also 
in lipsticks, toothpastes, mouthwashes 
and other cosmetics likely to be in­ 
gested. 
Kennedy accompanied the announce­ 
ment with a strong defense of the scien­ 


tific evidence on which the FDA original­ 
ly announced its intention to ban sac­ 
charin 
“ Many of the 16.000 consumers who 
have wirtten FDA since March 9 have 
worried that the Canadian rat study in­ 
volved such high doses of saccharin that 
the results were unrealistic.” Kennedy 
said 
"There is an impression that almost 
any substance fed in such high doses 
would cause cancer Neither of these 
views is correct.” he said. 
Kennedy also said the FDA would have 
had to ban saccharin under general food 
safety laws even if the Delaney amend­ 
ment — the law which permits no 
amount of a cancer causer in the food 
supply — did not exist 
Kennedy said the Canadian studies, as 
well as others available to the FDA, in­ 
dicate that “ a moderate use of sac­ 
charin. the amount present in one large 
diet soft drink" if ingested over a 
lifetime by every American might lead 
to 1.200 additional cases of bladder 
cancer per year 
Even before the announcement, a 
spokeswoman for diabetic groups, 
dieters and others who oppose the action 
indicated that they will continue to fight 
it 
P-R Commission hikes 
swimming pool rates 
Water project 


WASHINGTON (U P I> - The White 
House said today that President Carter 
has dropped his proposal to give every 
American a $50 tax rebate — a major 
and popular feature of his $31 billion 
economic stimulus package, but one that 
was in trouble with Congress 
Carter also will withdraw his recom­ 
mendation for a $2 billion investment tax 
credit for industry, said Press Secretary 
Jodv Powell, explaining that Carter 
“ could not very well” withdraw the 
rebate and at the same time give in­ 
dustry a tax break 
Administration sources earlier said 
the President changed his mind about 
the rebate because he was convinced the 
economy was improving, and he felt the 
payments would contribute to inflation. 
Aides said Carter began to rethink the 
rebate idea a couple of days ago. 
Treasury Secretary Michael Blumenthal 
and Budget Director Bert Lance led the 
vanguard for dropping it, they said. 
Conservative and liberal economists 
both had opposed the idea publicly. The 
rebate has passed the House, but Carter 
had to enlist the Democratic leadership 
in a full-scale campaign to line up Senate 
support 
Last Friday, the President was op­ 
timistic that the rebate would pass, 
although he conceded it would be 
“ tough ” 


Powell smiled when asked whether 
there were “ political considerations” in 
Carter’s retreat on the rebate “ We ex­ 
pect some will interpret it that way.” 
said Powell. 
There also had been suggestions 
Carter might have to back down on some 


of his proposals to eliminate water 
projects in return for votes on the 
rebate, though the President said he was 
not inclined to bargain in that manner. 
In pushing for the rebate. Carter had 


cited a U.S. treasury windfall of $11 
billion in revenues and a shortfall in 
spending Aides said he is expected to 
announce what use will be made of the 
$11 billion, perhaps reserving the funds 


to cut into the deficit. 
The rebate plan was a key ingredient 
of the President’s original economic 
recovery package, but he became con­ 
vinced it was unnecessary 


Effective immediately, entrance fees 
for use of the Lompoc Municipal Pool 
have been raised from 35 cents to 50 
cents for children and teen-agers, and 
from 50 cents to 75 cents for adults. 
The Parks and Recreation Commis­ 
sion passed last night a resolution to in­ 
crease the fees to offset “ tremendously” 
increasing costs, director Jack Anderson 
said. 
In addition, pool rental fees have been 
increased from $15 for two hours to $25 


Longshoremen 
strike ship lines 


NEW YORK — Longshoremen today 
struck seven major shipping lines 
which service Atlantic and Gulf Coast 
ports in a dispute over the loss of job 
guarantees in the handling of con­ 
tainerized cargo. 
“ Thirty thousand men will be going 
out.” Larry Malloy, a spokesman for the 
International Longshoremen’s Associa­ 
tion said today. “ Those seven lines will 
be struck in any port from Maine to Tex­ 
as.” 
The first indication of the strike came 
at 12 01 a.m. in the Port of New York. 
A security guard at the Howland Hook 
Marine Terminal in Staten Island said 
longshoremen stopped work at midnight. 
“ The men walked off the job," guard Vito 
Liotine said. He said three work gangs 
with about 50 men went on strike

Commission member Mike Siminski 
reported that he had been investigating 
the possibility of attracting a private 
skateboard park operator to Lompoc. 
About six months ago the commission 
received a petition circulated by local 
children that the city build a skateboard 
park, but the city found the idea 
“ im practical," Siminski said 
He has 
recen tly contacted the Lom poc 
Economic Development association, 
which has agreed to help attract a 
private business to build and operate the 
facility

WASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Carter is expected to announce the 
results of his analysis of 30 controversial 
water projects on Monday. 
Carter said previously the analysis 
would be completed Friday. But it was 
learned today that the announcement is 
being put off three days, presumably 
because the President will be occupied 
with his anti-inflation package Friday 
and will be staying at Camp David this 
weekend 
Congress, which returns from its 
Easter recess Monday, is up in arms 
over Carter's proposal to make blanket 
cuts in projects that have been approved 
for years and has threatened to ap­ 
propriate money for some of the water 
projects anyway 
Administration sources have said that 
Carter was considering the possibility of 
trading some of the water projects for 
favorable votes on his $50 per person tax 
rebate plan — which is now scrapped.

Library to seek funding 


For the first time in more than eight 
years, the Lompoc Public Library will 
have to ask the city, rather than the 
county, for capital improvement funds — 
money to cover a patio, extend a parking 
lot and install a book detection system 
The discussion took place at a meeting 
of the Library Board this week. 
Santa Barbara County has amended its 
free library system agreement with 
Lompoc 
The agreement now allows 
money that the county had been 
withholding for capital improvements to 
go toward repaying Lompoc for helping 
finance construction of the library, 
which was completed in 1968. 
The withheld funds amount to about 
$7 000 a year, or five per cent of the coun­ 
ty's allotment to libraries serving “ Zone 
2” 
(Lompoc, 
Buellton. Vandenberg 


Village and Mission Hills). 
The city plans to restore the yearly 
released $7,000 to its Civic Center Fund 
(for a new City Hall), from which 
$160,000 was obtained in the late sixties 
to match federal funds for the library 
construction 


In all, the city contributed $359,000 to 
the $606,969 total cost of the library, and 
the library still owes the city $303,147 


Now that the city will receive the 
funds previously withheld for capital out­ 
lay. library board members are con­ 
cerned about its future ability to secure 
money for improvements as needs arise. 
The board is now attempting to impress 
upon the city administrator and City 
Council that Lompoc should be respon­ 
sive to library improvement requests 


In other matters. Library Directi 
Paul Thompson confirmed that t! 
Friends of the Library Book Sale will I 
April 22 — a prelim inary sale U 
members only — and 10 a m April 23 fi 
the general public. 
About 20,000 books, donated by Lon 
poc citizens are sorted and boxed in tl 
library basement. Paperbacks will sc 
for 10 cents apiece, and hardbacks for 
cents an inch The sale will get old ar 
unwanted books back into circulatio 
besides raising money for the librar 
Thompson said. 
Friends of the Library has also boug! 
a revolving paperback rack for tl 
library, and stocked i* with paperbad 
donated by the public So far about 500 
these books have been circulate* 
Thompson reported

A g preserves proliferate

Golf course operators in the 
county are remaining hesitant 
about seeking to qualify under 
new open space provisions of 
the county’s 
agricultural 
preserve program. 
But the program now in its 
10th year continues to spread 
across the rural face of the 
county with preserve contracts 
embracing almost 500.000 acres 
of the 550.000 acres seen for 
possible sign-up 
There have been a scattering 
of non-renewals and only one 
cancellation — in the public in­ 
terest — and the lands now in 
preserves seem destined “ to 
stay in with no change in the 
foreseeable future ’ 
All this, and much more, was 
sketched out to the County 
Planning Commission Wednes­ 
day by Agricultural Advisory 
Preserve Committee chairman 
Walter Alves 
Alves, giving the new 10- 
m em ber 
co m m issio n 
a 
thorough overview of the 
agricultural preserve program, 
seemed to credit the assessor's 
office — where he is chief ap- 
p ra is e r — w ith having 
something to do with the 
program s proliferation. 
Alves, pointing to a chart 
showing the year-by-year 
proliferation of the program 
which is preserving open and 
food and fibre-producing land 
from urban encroachment, said 
there is a direct connection 
each year between notices to 
farmers of higher property 
value assessment and sub­ 
sequent entry into the preserve 
program. 
Another 18.000 acres came 
into the program in the current 
year — prior to the March 1 lien 
date — he declared 
Former committee chairman 
George Goodall. who is county 
farm adviser, told the commis­ 
sion that possibly 150.000 acres 
or more of brush-covered lands 
in the back country might con- 
c e iv a b ly be view e d as 
agricultural land someday 
through brush control opera­ 
tions which would also enhance 
watershed values 


Of the 15 million acres in 
the entire county’s domain, 
about 
765.000 com prises 
privately owned rural lands, 
with about 550.000 seen as the 
limit for preserve status 


The program has not much 
farther to go before taking in all 
potential agricultural lands — it 


has reached 90 per cent of them 
now. stated Goodall. 


More land can come in. it is 
figured, should the county 
reduce the minimum area from 
100 to 40 acres for non-prime 
land 
P rim e land basic 
minimum is 40 acres 


Goodall felt the program has 


almost reached its zenith while 
at the same time having a 
minimum tax impact affect on 
non-farm property owners He 
said counting the state subven­ 
tions given the county a tax 
shift amounting to oniy about 
3 6 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation has occurred in rela­ 
tion to the program

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Carter prepared 
to tell energy, 
inflation stand 


W A SH IN G TO N (U P I) -

was expected to reaffirm his 
strong support for human 
rights, a stand that has 
alienated some Latin American 
military regimes 
Carter also planned to meet 
with state and local officials at 
the White House today on 
energy matters 
There is no question the 
President feels he is facing a 
major selling campaign to win 
public support for the conserva­ 
tion measures that may mean 
higher prices for gasoline and 
other fuels 
Troubled by unemployment 
and inflation at the same time. 
Carter is pushing hard for pas­ 


sage of his $50 per person tax 
rebate in the economic stimulus 
program and seeking voluntary 
methods to ease inflationary 
pressures 
The need for a comprehen­ 
sive energy program — de­ 
scribed as “ tough” — with long- 
range goals is expected to be 
Carter’s message during his

McCarthy doubts speed 
needed on LNG facility 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - As­ 
sembly Speaker Leo McCarthy 
has indicated he believes a 
state decision on locating a 
natural gas terminal need not 
be made as quickly as desired 
by Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
The San Francisco Democrat 
also told newsmen Wednesday 
he favors locating the terminal 
offshore instead of at three 
onshore sites proposed by 
California utilities. 
McCarthy predicted the legis­ 
lature would pass a bill by Sept 
15 — the end of this year’s ses­ 
sion — which would pave the 
way for state approval of an 
LNG terminal. 
The bill would go into effect 
Jan. 1. McCarthy said, and the 
state Coastal Commission then 
could make a decision “ early in 
1978“ on the location of an LNG 
facility. 
Brown has said the legisla­ 
ture should pass an emergency 
bill that would permit a final 
decision by the state before the 
end of 1977 
McCarthy said any LNG 
legislation should permit the 
state to consider locating an 
LNG terminal offshore “ as an 
alternative” to three onshore 
sites — Oxnard. Los Angeles 
Harbor and Point Conception. 
“ With the information I have. 
I lean toward supporting an of- 


fshore site,” McCarthy said 
Top aides to Brown also have 
said they favor an offshore ter­ 
minal. 
McCarthy said he was work­ 
ing with Assemblyman Terry 
Goggin, D-San Bernardino, to 
draft an Assembly bill which 
would grant the Coastal Com­ 
mission state authority to 
choose the site for an LNG ter­ 
minal and direct the Public 
Utilities Commission to decide 
if the terminal was needed to 
meet natural gas demands 
At the same time, the gover­ 
nor is striving to resolve in the 
next two weeks differences 
within his administration over 
what an LNG bill should con­ 
tain. said Gray Davis. Brown’s 
chief of staff 
McCarthy said one element 
which concerned him was to 
make sure that Southern 
Californians would not be stuck 
with paying higher gas bills for 
LNG if more domestic natural 
gas should become available 
than is now predicted 
Pacific Gas & Electric of­ 
ficials estimate LNG would 
cost about $3 75 per thousand 
cubic feet of LNG which would 
be shipped into California from 
M icronesia 
U nregulated 
intrastate gas now costs about 
$2 25 for the same quantity 
while gas controlled by federal 


price controls sells for $1.44. 
Some critics df LNG propos­ 
als have contended that new gas 
supplies may be made available 
if the Carter administration 
lifts price controls on interstate 
gas and then California may not 
need to rely as much on LNG 
If 20-year contracts are 
signed now hastily. McCarthy 
said. “ Does that mean millions 
of Southern Californians are not 
going to have access to other 
gas supplies that might cost 
them much less money'’ 
He said the state was at­ 
tempting to secure federal as­ 
surance that California would 
be protected against paying 
rates in excess of those charged 
in other states if it develops an 
LNG terminal.

Armed men take over ERA ratification nearing 
W. German embassy 
photo-finish deadline 


T EL AVIV. Israel (U PI) - 
Two armed men took over part 
of the West German Embassy 
today to protest Bonn's han­ 
dling of war criminals, marring 
solemn nationwide' observances 
for the six million Jews who 
perished under the Nazi reign of

The two men. who witnesses 
said were armed with at least 
one pistol, took over one or two 
rooms of the embassy’s chan­ 
cery section but made no at­ 
tempt to seize hostages, an em­ 
bassy spokesman said 


Security personnel in the em­ 
bassy barred the two men. 
believed to be in their 30s. from 
further penetration of the 
building, the spokesman said 
A police not squad sped to the

The spokesman said the men. 
who he said were of Polish ex­ 
traction. did not seize any 
hostages 
although 
they 
threatened violence if an at­ 
tempt was made to oust them 
Staff members in the embassy 
continued their work. 
The men said they would give 
themselves up at the end of the 
day. the spokesman said He 
said one 
them said his father 
had died in a concentraion 
camp 
The men said the purpose of 
the seizure of part of the four- 
storv building was to protest 
the apparently lenient handling 
of the trial in West Germany of 
14 alleged war criminals for 
their part in running the 
Maidanek concentration camp.

developing offshore oil and gas 
and plans to increase produc­ 
tion by getting more out of ex­ 
isting leases 


TALLAHASSEE. Fla (U P I) 
— The Equal Rights Amend­ 
ment looked like an easy winner 
when it was unleashed five 
years ago. but it now is gasping 
toward a photo-finish with even 
the White House pressure un­ 
able to improve its odds 
Florida’s rejection of the em­ 
battled 27th amendment in a 21- 
19 vote Wednesday made it un­ 
likely the three states still 
needed for ratification will be 
rounded up until at least 1979. 
The seven years the Constitu­ 
tion provides for ratifying 
amendments runs out March 22. 
1979 and some legislatures that 
have not yet ratified ER A will 
not even be convened by that 
date. 
ERA has now been approved 
by 35 states but has won only 
one — Indiana — this year, 
despite personal phone calls 
and letters to legislators from 
President Carter and his wife. 
Rosalynn 
In North Carolina, where 
ER A was turned down last 
month, the legislature does not 
meet next year and will barely 
be in session before the 1979 
deadline passes 
In Florida, 
another vote can be taken in 
1978. but the Senate s president­ 
elect as among those voting 
against ERA Wednesday and no 


election 
will 
intervene to 
change the membership. 
The issue is pending in South 
Carolina, but proponents hold 
no hope for ratification there 
this year 
State Sen Phil Lewis of West 
Palm Beach, frontrunner for 
president of the Florida Senate 
next year, and Sen

Poston of Miami, both voted for 
ERA in past sessions but went 
against it this year, assuring its 
defeat 
ERA proponents said their 
last hope is a major house- 
cleaning in the 1978 elections in 
states — notably North Caroli­ 
na. Florida and Nevada — 
meeting early enough to beat 
the ratification deadline 
“ Thev like to talk about the 
New South." said National 
Organization for Women Presi­ 
dent Karen DeCrow. “ but they 
still vote like the Old South 
Hawaii ratified ERA within 
hours of its passage by 
Congress in 1972 and 22 states 
approved it the first year Eight 
more followed in 1973. but 
Florida turned it down for the

The issue would have been 
resolved in Florida in 1972. save 
for a now defunct quirk in the 
state Constitution The House 
overwhelmingly approved ERA 
that year, but the Senate 
refused to take it up because 
the state charter said no 
amendment could be ratified

A federal judge later 
struck that section of the state 
Constitution, but by 1973 the 
anti-ERA lobby had a 10-vote 
margin in the House

The Friends of the Botanic Garden will 
hold its charter membership meeting 
Sunday.

An estimated 40 persons have already 
joined the garden-booster organization 
and a few more are expected to come 
forward before the charter roster is 
closed New members, of course, will 
always be welcome, according to 
Friends officials. 
Messages of encouragement have been 
received from a variety of individuals 
and organizations, ranging from the man 
who designed the garden for the county: 
Henry E. Bauemschmidt. retired land­ 
scape architect, to the Santa Barbara 
Botanic Garden 
For those who haven't followed these 
events, the garden, consisting largely of 
West Coast native plants was developed 
in 1968 Cabrillo High School science 
teacher Warren Arnold became in­ 
terested in the project from the outset 
and even before 
Arnold has set down a brief history of 
the garden in letter form Copies of the 
chronicle will be available Sunday at the 
park 
Here's the way Arnold remembers it: 
Arguelk) chapter of the Sierra Club 
toured the proposed area for Adam Park 
in April 1968 Leading the excursion was 
the noted botanist from Cal Poly, Dr. 
Robert Hoover. Arnold took down as 
many plant names as he could and made 
a small list. 
In the summer of 1970 the summer 


school field biology class made some 
hand lettered signs and posted them in 
the park. A picture appeared in the Lom­ 
poc Record noting the occasion. Tlie 
Cabrillo High School Science Club met 
with the county landscape architect, 
Henry Bauemschmidt Nov. 9. 1970. to 
develop plans for a joint effort in 
developing the garden. 
An expert from the Santa Barbara 
Museum of Natural History perused the 
site of the proposed garden and labeled 
47 different species of native plants Dec 
31,1970 His list served as a guide for the 
40 plant-marker signs and legends made 
and maintained by the Cabrillo Science 
Club since that time. 
Annually, the club inspects the garden, 
and refurbishes all illegible or damaged 
signs. Supplies for this have been 
purchased from personal funds or given 
by the Santa Barbara County Parks 
Department. 
Prior to the retirement of Henry 
Bauemschmidt. the botanic garden was 
fully planned and designed, equipped 
with graveled trails, and a sprinkling 
species of California native plants Since 
his retirement, nothing new has been ad­ 
ded to the garden 
Maintenance of trails has been 
faithfully provided by Sam Seward, park 
ranger living in Ken Adam Park 
In 1976 Vaughn Proctor toured the gar­ 
den with Arnold and proposed founding 
of “ Friends of the Botanic Garden 
group, to help bring the garden into the 
condition called for in Bauernschmidt’s 
original plans

Mi cup margarine 
1 cup chopped onion 
1 cup pared, chopped apple 
1 clove garlic 
Mi cup unsifted all purpose flour 
salt, pepper, ground ginger and cardamon 
1 can (lOMi oz.) condensed chicken broth undiluted. 
2 tbsp. lime juice 
2 tsp. grated lime peel 
2 lbs. frozen shelled de-veined shrimp 
lMi cups raw rice 
1/3 cup chopped chutney 
Cook frozen shrimp according to directions on 
package, reserving liquid. In a large skillet saute 
onion, apple, garlic and curry for five minutes in hot 
margarine. Remove from heat and blend in flour, 1 
tsp. each of pepper, ginger and cardamon. Then add sl­ 
owly. chicken broth and 1 cup of the shrimp liquid. 
Bring to boiling point, stirring constantly. Reduce 
heat and simmer uncovered for 20 minutes, stirring 
occasionally. 
To serve: Add shrimp and chutney to sauce and heat 
gently for 10 minutes. Serve with cooked rice and 
curry accompaniments of sliced bananas, sliced 
cucumbers, pineapple chunks, peanuts, chopped 
tomatoes, chopped green peppers.

Wash and dice the 
celery; peel, core and cube the apples. Mix mayon­ 
naise, salt and vinegar together. Mix lightly the fowl, 
celery, apples, egg and mayonnaise mixture. More 
salt may be added according to taste. 
Pile on platter; garnish with leaves of lettuce and 
cubes of port wine jelly. Chill thoroughly before serv­ 
ing. 
Save the stock in which the fowl was cooked as it 
makes an excellent soup or flavoring.

and George Crosby 
C ounty 
F a r m 
B u re a u 
Secretary said the program by 
the three Santa Marians was 
generally "well received" and 
evoked some ‘‘lively questions” 
after their presentation 
Most of the queries dealt with 
the intended philosophy of the 
new county, would it be pro­ 
growth or no-growth and what 
would its attitude be toward 
development of agricultural 
land 
The speakers said the people 
in the Santa Maria area were 
becoming concerned with the 
pressures of growth caused by 
what they termed the strong no­ 
growth attitudes generated in 
the southern parts of both Santa 
Barbara and San Luis Obispo

Quinn shifts position 
on oil terminal plans 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
top Brown administration of­ 
ficial. citing a “dram atic” shift 
in position by Standard Oil of 
Ohio, has decided against shelv­ 
ing a SOHIO proposal to con­ 
struct an Alaskan oil terminal 
at Long Beach 
Tom Quinn, chairman of the 
Air R esou rces Board, last 
month wrote a stinging letter to 
SOHIO in which he threatened 
to place the company's propos­ 
al on the “ inactive file” if the 
application was not completed 
by last Monday 


Quinn said Wednesday he met 
last week with top company of­ 
ficials and “for the first time 
they indicated they were will­ 
ing to supply the information 
that was legally required 


“They expressed regret they 
have been so slow in coming 
forward with needed informa­ 
tion and displayed a much more 
positive attitude than we have 
seen in the last year and a 
half." said Quinn, a m em ber of 
Gov. Edmund G 
Brown J r .’s 
cabinet 
“ They changed their 


position dram atically.” 
Quinn said the company of­ 
ficials told him they thought the 
information 
required by the 
state could be turned over in six 
to eight weeks. 
On M onday, th e s t a t e 's 
deadline, company aides hand- 
delivered some additional data 
on 
the p r o je c t to Q uinn 
\lthough the company acknowl­ 
edged the material did not sup­ 
ply all of the required informa­ 
tion 
“ it was a very positive 
step.” Quinn said 
"As long as the company is 
submitting additional material 
and our staffs are meeting to 
deal with the issues, it will keep 
the project alive.” Quinn said, 


SOHIO wants to build the con­ 
troversial $500 million te r­ 
minal at Long Beach to tran­ 
sport Alaskan oil through a 
pipeline to Texas for refine­ 
ment and distribution to the 
Midwest 


Quinn said the new packet in­ 
cluded specific information on 
part of the company's plans to 
reduce air pollution in existing 


Long Beach area industries to 
make up for the new source of 
smog, as required by state and 
federal regulations 
Quinn said the firm supplied 
names of four dry cleaning 
operations that SOHIO indicat­ 
ed would be cleaned up to make 
up fo r so m e of th e new 
hydrocarbon 
emissions 
from 
the oil terminal Two of the dry 
cleaners are located in Long 
Beach, one in Compton and the 
other south of downtown Los 
Angeles. 
Quinn also said SOHIO said it 
planned to use an ammonia in­ 
jection system 
to neutralize 
nitrogen oxide emissions from 
33 separate compressor engines 
in industries in the Long Beach 
area to counteract some of the 
extra NOx pollutants from the 
oil transshipment terminal 
But he said the company still 
must propose much more sub­ 
stantial reductions in existing 
hydrocarbon and NOx em is­ 
sions Quinn also said the firm

Passenger recalls Titanic disaster 


WESTERLY. R I 
(UPI) - 
They dropped the lifeboats 
toward the freezing water in 
see-saw 
lurch es 
M arshall 
Drew wondered if they’d all be 
dumped in the ocean. 
It was 65 years ago tonight 
the British ocean liner Titanic 
— the “ unsinkable" Titanic — 
struck an iceberg and sank in 
the N orth A tlantic on its 
maiden voyage, carrying 1.517 
persons to their deaths 
Drew was only 8 at the time 
and when the rescue came all 
he thought about was his empty 
tummy 
“When we were picked up by 
the Carpathia the next mor­ 
ning. adults were hoisted up out 
of lifeboats in swings, the 
children went up in canvas 
bags, so we were separated." 
he recalled “ The minute I was 
dumped on deck, being a kid. I 
m ade one beeline for the 
saloon, because I was hungry I 
don't think anybody asked me 
my name " 
And so. early accounts of the 
sinking listed Drew among the 
dead Now 73. the retired art 


teacher is every bit as alive as 
his memories of the Titanic’s 
first — and last — voyage 
"I was in bed But I wasn't 
asleep because I rem em ber the 
thud when it struck the iceberg 
and there was a cessation of 
motion, engines.” he recalled 
“ We dressed, put life preserv­ 
ers on. started upon deck " The 
passengers were ordered into 
lifeboats which had space for 
only two-thirds of the 2.307 
aboard 
“ Everything was orderly.” 
Drew said 
“ The crew was 
British and they set the tone 
It s hard to get them excited 
They still have tea in the middle 
of a w ar.” 
“ My (aunt) and I were in 
lifeboat No. 11.” Drew said 
"Going down the side of the 
liner was like going down the 
side of a big skyscraper They 
never intended those lifeboats 
to be used They thought it was 
an unsinkable ship 
Nobody 
thought of drilling ahead of 
time So the ropes and pulleys 
and everything stuck It shook 
me up a little bit 


Drew said the lifeboats drop­ 
ped toward the freezing water 
in see-saw lurches. "I didn’t 
know w hether we would be 
dumped in the ocean or not. ” 
Twenty boats made it. one 
was swamped, and the rest 
lined up in the dim starlight to 
watch the Titanic sink 
“‘I rem em ber seeing the rows 
of porthole lights sink into the 
sea. row after row 
until the 
first deck was awash. And then 
came a tremendous explosion, 
steam, smoke, a flash of light 
And then everything blacked 
out I didn't see anything after 
that, but I heard the cries of the 
people across the w ater Then 
all was quiet. That was it " 


Among the dead was Drew’s 
uncle. Jam es Drew 
“ This was 1912 
Little boys 
didn't crv 
You were a little

man You kept a stiff upper lip 
I went to sleep on the life 
p r e s e r v e r s 
I w oke up in 
day l i g ht 
and 360 d e g re e s 
(around) there were icebergs 
You would think you were in the

Drew's only souvenir of the 
experience is a black ribbon 
f r o m a s a i l o r ' s c a p e m ­ 
broidered.

It never affected m e.” he 
said "I'm a salt water person 
and 1 would go on a boat or ship 
tomorrow Some things you just 
push out of your mind ”

park expansion showdown 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A 
convoy of angry loggers rolled 
down California’s North Coast 
highway today for a showdown 
over the proposed expansion of 
Redwood National Park, home 
of the world s tallest trees. 
“ One of our units counted 25 
trucks and numerous cars, 
many equipped with CB radios, 
moving out along Highway 101 
after about 2 a.m. (PST),“ said 
a police spokesman in Eureka. 
“ They’re headed for the 
Golden Gate Bridge and should 
be picking up rigs on the way.” 
Opponents of a bill to add 
some 74.000 acres to the park 
promised to send some 100 
trucks and up to 30 busloads of 
d em o n strato rs a c ro ss the 
Golden Gate as congressional 
hearings on the measure shifted 
south today to San Francisco. 
The convoy was expected to hit 
the city during the morning 
commute rush. 
On Wednesday, the bilUs 
sponsor, Rep 
Phillip Burton, 
D-Calif.. was booed by 8.000 
chanting loggers, lumber and 
pulp mill workers who marched 
through the forestry industry 
center of Eureka, where Bur­ 
ton's House National Parks sub­ 
committee held this week's 
first public hearing on the bill. 
Local businessmen supported 
the parade by delaying the 
opening of their shops while 


marchers and more than 200 
honking logging rigs, pulp chip 
trucks and heavy construction 
vehicles stretched for a mile 
through the city of 25,000 resi­ 
dents. 
“ We. want jobs — we hate 
Burton.“ shouted the protes­ 
ters. hoisting signs bearing 
such slogans as “ Keep Burton 
in San Francisco” and “ Ship 
Burton and (Governor) Brown 
to Japan with the next load of 
chips.” 
Inside the 2,300-capacity 
auditorium, up to twice that 
number looked on while the sub­ 
committee heard about three 
dozen witnesses. Opponents 
speaking against Hie park ex­ 
pansion outnumbered 
sup­ 
porters by roughly 4 to 1. 
A barrage of boos which 
preceded the testimony died 
down when Republican Con­ 
gressman Don Calusen of Cres­ 
cent City took his seat at the 
subcommittee table. He was 
applauded as he called the 
proposed park exp an sio n 
“ unwise, unwarranted, exorbi­ 
tant and potentially devastating 
to the economy of Humboldt 
County." 
Union leaders told the sub­ 
committee that enlarging the 
park would threaten as many as 
4.800 jobs in an area already 
suffering with chronic high un­ 
employment. 


But Burton had said before 
the hearing that a figure of 800 
jobs lost probably was “ exces­ 
sive” although perhaps 2,800 
workers would have “ varying 
degrees of difficulty.” 
Speaking briefly at the hear­ 
ing. the lawmaker complained 
the tim ber com panies had 
refused to cooperate with him 
on questions of determining 
what the problems would be if 
expansion of the 24,000-acre 
park was approved. He said he 
had asked each company in­ 
dividually for reports on the ef­ 
fect of unemployment, the 
amount of timber that would be 
lost and other questions, but 
that he had received no replies. 
One member of the crowd, 
Ray Lamy, read Burton a letter 
he said was from a teacher at 
Humboldt State College. It said 
that six students measured the 
park's tallest trees in 1968 and 
the “ tallest tree was dead on 
top then and will fall sooner or 
later.” Ttie statement brought 
a huge applause 
At one point in the meeting, 
two Native Americans took the 
microphone to complain about 
the destruction of lands by logg­ 
ing. And a spokesm an of 
Friends of the Earth said, “ the 
people of this nation have 
demanded a strong, protected, 
ecologically sound Redwood 
Rational Park.”

Former Hughes' secretary 
tells of several wills 


LAS VEGAS. Nev (UPI) - 
Nadine Henley, former secre­ 
tary to Howard Hughes and now 
one of the most powerful ad­ 
ministrators of his empire, said 
Wednesday Hughes wrote 
several wills, including one she 
h e r s e lf 
ty p e d . 
H u gh es 
apparently never signed it. 
Miss Henley gave a deposi­ 
tion at the office of attorneys 
involved in the court hearing 
into the v a lid ity of the 
“ Mormon Will.” 
She was to continue today. 
M iss Henley rose from 
secretary to one of Hughes’ key 
aides and is now on the board of 
directors of the Summa Corp., 
which administers much of the 
late millionaire’s wealth. 
She said Hughes wrote at 
least one will before she began 


working for him in 1939. She 
typed a will for him in 1944 and 
worked on revisions for three 
years, she said. 
That document was located in 
a Los Angeles safe deposit box 
but is not valid because Hughes 
never signed it. 
Her account coincided with a 
report by the administrator of 
Hughes’ California properties, 
who was ordered by a Los 
Angeles court to look for a will. 
He reported that a year-long 
search covering five nations 
turned up many signs Hughes 
did write several wills, but no 
legally valid document. He said 
the search turned up only un­ 
signed copies, codicils to wills 
that could not be found and 
references in other papers to 
the existence of wills.

Brown has made several 
campaign style appearances in 
the valley since Proposition 14 
was defeated overwhelmingly 
in November in an apparent at­ 
tempt to mend political fences.

Herman Sillas donned a green 
eyeshade and black sleeve

Sillas told a news conference 
he was trying the make the 
department a more pleasant 
place to work and $12.7 million 
in tax dollars had been saved 
during the last two years. 
His remarks were prompted 
by a draft report of the Little 
Hoover Commission, which 
recommended the department 
start an intensive management 
training course, take steps to 
cut errors and halt special 
programs started by Sillas. 


Sillas said he agreed with 
most of the recommendations 
in the report, but differed over 
specific findings. 


He told reporters he wore the 
eveshade and black sleeve 


protectors because a commis­ 
sion investigator was quoted in 
the report as saying: 
“ The only ancient items they 
didn’t have in those depart­ 
ments was the green eyeshades 
and the black cloth sleeve 
protectors.” 
He defended his program of 
providing multi-lingual drivers 
license instruction books and 
driver tests. “ We’re dealing 
with the safety of people on the 
highways. I don’t know of any 
other way of doing this.” 
The report called for a halt to 
the program until the legisla­ 
ture could review the costs and 
need for the idea. 
Sillas also denied a charge in 
the report that the department 
paid $32,000 for murals in of­ 
fices around the state while 
telling the public the decoration 
would cost nothing. 
The directer. appointed by 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. two 
years ago. said he issued a news 
release in 1976 outlining full 
costs of the program 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A $1 
billion tax aid proposal backed 
by influential Assembly leaders 
would provide homeowner and 
ren ter tax re lie f to m ost 
Californians while increasing 
taxes of the rich, according to 
its supporters. 
A ssem blym an 
W illie L. 
Brown Jr., the major architect 
of the proposed bill, told 
reporters Wednesday that the 
plan, while allowing local 
governments to levy income 
taxes for the first time, would 
ease taxes of about 85 per cent 
of California taxpayers. 
However, the San Francisco 
Democrat said those making 
over $40,000 — about 2 per cent 
of the state’s wage earners — 
would be tapped for more in­ 
come taxes. TTie increase would 
range from one to four per cent 
of those with a taxable income 
above $37.000, said Brown, 


chairman of the Revenue and 
Taxation Committee. 
Other major points in the 
proposal would allow cities and 
counties to impose a maximum 
15 per cent tax computed on the 
amount a person pays in state 
income, impose a statewide 
business tax to help the state 
take over county welfare costs, 
and set a ceiling on local 
government expenditures. 
Senior citizens also would be 
permitted to defer their proper­ 
ty taxes until after death. 
The plan, a rival measure to 
one supported by Gov.

Elimination of business 
inventory tax advances 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A $1 
billion bill to eliminate the 
California business inventory 
tax over a five-year period has 
moved a step closer to winning 
Senate passage. 
The bill (SB443) by Sen 
Jerom e Smith, 
D-Saratoga, 
cleared the Revenue and Taxa­ 
tion Committee Wednesday on 
a bare minimum 5-2 vote and 
was sent to the Finance Com­ 
mittee. 
Smith told the committee 
that the tax was “ unpopular 
and illogical” and had spawned 
a m u l t i - m i l l i o n - d o l l a r 
warehousing business in 
Nevada and Arizona where 
companies do not face such 
levies 
He said California was losing 
jobs because firms are locating 
their warehouses just across 
California’s border, but servic­ 
ing California stores. 
“ This bill will benefit busi­ 
ness but it will have the trickle 
effect of creating jobs and 
bringing new industry into the 
state,” Smith said. 


“ We’re talking about the 
business climate and jobs.” he 
added, noting that the number 
of warehouses in the Reno, 
Nev. area had increased 300 per 
cent since 1968. 


Currently, 50 per cent of a 
business’ inventory is exempt 
from the tax, which is com­ 
puted on March 1. Smith’s bill 
would gradually abandon the 
remaining tax over five years 
and make up the revenue loss to 
local governments from future 
budget surpluses and the 
general fund 


The cost of the bill in the fifth 
year would be about $400 
million and the five-year cost 
would be about $1 billion.

Three goals in a 3:29 span of the first 
period provided the sweet music the 
Bruins needed Wednesday to beat the 
Kings 6-2. and take a 2-0 lead in their 
best-of-seven Stanley Cup series. The 
teams play the third game Friday night 
in Los Angeles. 
The Bruins, who rifled three goals in a 
3.01 sequence of the first period in Mon­ 
day night's 8-3 victory, waited until 6:24 
of Wednesday night’s game to bang the 
drum. First rookie Stan Jonathan slid an 
in-close shot under Rogie Vachon. Terry 
O’Reilly followed with a 30-foot sizzler 
1:04 later and Bob Schmautz scored the 
first of his two goals at 9:53 of the period 
for what proved to be the gamewinner. 
The lead skied to 6-0 on second period 
goals by Jean Ratelle and Schmautz (53 
seconds apart) and on a third period tally 
by Gregg Sheppard before the Kings’ 
Tommy Williams and Marcel Dionne 
finally beat Gerry Cheevers with two 
power play goals.

Free lunch plan

In their noble experiment to 
rid school youngsters of eating 
what they term “ junk” food, 
the federal governm ent is 
literally shoving down the 
throats of taxpayers a nearly 
$1 million expenditure in our 
local school district. 
The figures are positively 
startling and border on the 
ridiculous. A central kitchen 
building at nearly a half 
million dollars; $347,277 for 
e q u i p m e n t ; 
$20,000 f or 
electrical and other work; 
$34.800 for an a rc h ite c t; 
$12.000 for an inspector ; $1,900 
for plan checks; $21,000 for a 
food consultant; $21,000 for a 
food d i r e c t o r and o t h e r 
employes and $75,000 for a 
starting inventory. 
The way that is planned, 
money must be going out of 
style. 


We don't debate the fact that 
needy youngsters deserve a 
meal, for many do. We just 
firmly believe that there must 
be a cheaper way of satisfying 
this objective than spending 
$21.000 for food consultants, 
nearly $350,000 for equipment, 
etc.. etc. 


We also have serious doubts 


about the whole p ro g ram 
working. Not too long ago, a 
television crew visited a free 
lunch program in a school in 
Los Angeles. The camera pan­ 
ned down the long table where 
th e 
c h i l d r e n 
a t e 
a n d 
photographed the tremendous 
amounts of left over food in 
each youngster’s plate. They 
then interviewed the children 
and. out of the mouths of 
babes, came their verdict; the 
kids didn't like the food. 
School 
administrators 
were 
then interviewed and they 
didn't know what to do about 
it. 


We wonder if this program 
couldn’t be done on an ex­ 
perimental basis even though 
it is mandated. Couldn't a 
private vendor try it for a 
start to see if it is going to 
work without large expen­ 
ditures of funds and waste of 
food? 


We are not blaming the 
school board of trustees nor 
the administration in their at­ 
tempts to abide by the man­ 
dated program. We are only 
wondering if such alternative 
directions and consequences 
have been explored.

The Letelier story 


It was not widely noticed that last 
week the Senate's Subcommittee on 
Internal Security went out of business. 
From which one would deduce — cor­ 
rect0 — that there is no longer any need 
for congressional concern over internal 
security? That would be a rational 
deduction, but we live 
in an irrational age. 
Consider the deepen- 
in g 
m y s t e r y 
o f 
Oriando Letelier 
Here are the basic 
data. 
O rlando 
L e te lie r 
w a s 
liv i n g 
in 
Washington and work­ 
ing at the Institute for 
Policy Studies when, 
on September 21. 1976. 
he was killed by an ex­ 
plosion detonated un­ 
der his car. The immediate assumption 
was that he had been hit by an agent of 
the Chilean government of Pinochet, 
because Letelier had been an important 
official, holding down various portfolios 
in the cabinet of Salvador Allende There 
was a general uproar, at the expense of 
the Chilean government 
On October 6. a Cuban airliner ex 
ploded in the Caribbean killing all hands. 
Intelligence agents in the area went to 
work and fingered three anti-Castro 
Cubans, and somehow they were linked 
with the explosion that killed Letelier. 
But why would anti-Castro Cubans want 
to kill Letelier*’ Just because he had been 
associated with Allende? 


Perhaps for more explicit reasons On 
December 20. 1976. Jack Anderson and 
Les Whitten wrote a column informing 
us that the contents of Letelier’s brief­ 
case contained interesting material, in­ 
cluding a year-old letter to Letelier from 
Allende s daughter, advising Letelier 
that he would be put on a payroll, five 
thousand dollars down, one thousand 
dollars per month. Now A llende’s 
daughter lives in Havana and is married 
to the number two man in Castro s 
D irectorate General of Intelligence 
(DGIi 


In February. 1977. Evans and Novak 
wrote a column disclosing further con­ 
tents of the briefcase In addition to the 
letter promising payments to Letelier. 
there was a letter from Letelier back to 
Allende’s daughter, in which Letelier im­ 
plied that he was going along with the 
human rights act in order to hoodwink 
American liberals, but that she. Beatrice 
Allende knew what he really desired 
“Perhaps some day. not far away, we 
also will be able to do what has been done 
in Cuba.” Lots of things have been done 
in Cuba but only one is distinctive: the 
first Communization of a country in the 
western hemisphere 
And there were 
further documents, one suggesting that 
Cuban money, perhaps via Europe, was 
being used to finance pro-Cuban and anti- 
Chilean activities in this country 


There is a remarkable little organiza­ 
tion in Washington called the Accuracy 
in Media headed by a Mr Reed Irvine 
He is conservative by inclination, but he 
specializes 
in dealing with factual 


material, leaving rhetoric to others AIM 
(as it is called) mostly sends letters to 
newspapers, or to broadcasting stations, 
asking why certain factual questions 
were misrepresented, or incompletely 
represented. 


AIM has been going crazy trying to at- 
tract attention to the rem arkable 
Letelier story, which appears to be no 
more a third-rate assassination than 
Watergate was a third-rate burglary. He 
has been mystified by the difficulty in at­ 
tracting attention to the case. The AP. 
the UPI. the New York Times, appear to 
be uninterested 
Indeed Mr 
David 
Binder of the New York Times, a liberal 
of high volatility, advised Mr Irvine that 
he was not about to make him a 
“Christmas present” by printing the 
story Nor. one can now add. an Easter 
present. The Washington Post ran a 
story but it was incom plete, and 
neglected to give transcripts of the 
Letelier documents Then, when AIM at­ 
tempted to take full page ads in the 
Washington Post and the New York 
Times, the papers refused, citing this 
and that as their reasons, mostly, though 
not entirely, unconvincing 


So who is probing the story? There are 
too many reporters absorbed in giving 
speeches about the virtues of a free press 
to look into a very hot question In better 
days the documents would have been 
subpoenaed by the Senate Subcommittee 
on Internal Security, and such questions 
asked as: Is there an illegal traffic in 
Cuban money in the US and if so what is 
it subsidizing*’ Or. is there a legal traffic 
in Cuban m oney 
su b sid izin g the 
manipulation of foreign policy, and if so 
should it be legal0 


W ASHINGTON - P a tty H earst 
“didn’t receive a fair trial” last year, in 
the opinion of her court-appointed psy­ 
chiatrist. 
She was convicted 
of helping four 
armed radicals from 
the Symbionese 
Liberation Army rob a San Francisco 
bank The spectacular 
1974 
ro b b ery w as 
staged two m onths 
after they brutally kid­ 
naped her from her 
apartment. 
She appeared as a 
toughtalking socialite- 
turned-revolutionary 
after the FBI caught 
up 
w i t h 
h e r 
in 
September, 1975. But 
D r. 
L J . 
W e s t , 
chairman of UCLA’s 
Dept, of Psychiatry, 
portrayed her instead as a pathetic, 
“crushed, battered child.” 
He spent 40 hours interviewing the 
publishing heiress at the request of the 
court. With the assistance of a colleague, 
Dr. Margaret Thaler Singer, he compiled 
an exhaustive. 20O-page report detailing 
the bizarre psychological changes Patty 
suffered during her 19-month ordeal. 
West compared the SLA’s treatment of 
Patty to the Chinese Communist tortures 
of American prisoners during the Korean 
War. Yet the Hearst jury never saw the 
toll text of West’s findings. Government 
prosecutors objected to admitting the 
report into evidence, despite the fact 
that West gave limited testimony at the 
trial. 
Speaking out now for the first time, 
West told our reporters Jack Mitchell 
and Mike Viner that Judge Oliver Carter 
u n f a i r l y 
a l l o w e d 
g o y e r n m e n t 
prosecutors to introduce evidence about 
Patty’s unrelated activities. They ham­ 
mered away at “ bits of revolutionary 
doggerel” not directly connected with 
the bank robbery. 
Yet the judge blocked the only written 
report on Patty’s mental condition from 
the court record. “The jury heard all the 
government’s evidence,” recalled West, 
“ but the court wasn’t allowed to hear the 
tape recordings I had made of my con­ 
versations with Patty.” 
In these tapes, he said, “for the first 
and only time, she gives a full account of 
what happened to her after the kidnapp­ 
ing and describes her state of mind.” 
Her taped recollections would “bring 
tears to the eyes of a marble statue.” 
said the psychiatrist. “ Patty was the 
battered child, deeply regressed, power­ 
fully wounded, still under the influence 
and fearful of the SLA.” 


The revolutionary "T anya” per­ 
s o n a l i t y , 
w h i c h 
r e c e i v e d su ch 
widespread media coverage, lasted only 
a few weeks, according to West. In fact, 
her SLA companions, Bill and Emily 
Harris, renamed her “ Pearl” because of 
her lack of revolutionary zeal. 
She was in the “ Pearl” stage, confided 
West, when she was arrested Then after 
she was incarcerated, the child in her 
emerged. She went through a short 
period of confusion, with no real per- 


sonality. “Dr. Singer and I decided to 
call her Pat, and sh e responded 
gradually.” 
During these examinations. Dr. Singer 
proved conclusively that SLA member 
Angela Atwood, not Patty, had written 
the profane political diatribes attributed 
to the heiress. Atwood, one of the SLA’s 
femals “braintrusts,” used language and 
speech patterns completely alien to Pat­ 
ty’s personality, West contended. 
There was complete agreement among 
the four experts who examined Patty 
after her arrest that “ she just couldn't 
lie.” In any event, said West, Patty 
would have found it im possible to 
deceive the two psychiatrists who tested 
her. 
The SLA gang forced the grotesque 
personality of Tanya upon Patty by 
employing torture and threats. Patty 
quietly admitted to West that she "didn’t 
do anything” to resist the abuse, in­ 
cluding cruel sexual assaults by Donald 
“Cinque” DeFreeze, the SLA leader. 
At the trial, several jurors became 
suspicious of Patty’s true motivations 
because she took the Fifth Amendment 
rather than testify about her SLA ac­ 
tivities The real reason for her reluc­ 
tance to testify, claimed West, was fear 
over “dangers to the lives of her and her 
family from those SLA members still at 
liberty " 
Other jurors thought that Patty’s deci­ 
sion to keep the so-called “ monkey” 
charm given to her by SLA member 
Willie Wolfe was a sign she loved him. 
West disputes this. “ This was her only 
possession at the tim e of her captivity.” 
Because of her overwhelming fright, it 


became a “iucky-piece” to her. She had 
worn it, for example, at the tim e of the 
SLA shoot-out, which she survived. This 
was the only thing she had to cling to. 
“Patty Hearst was guilty of three 
things,” concluded West. “ She was 
guilty of being a woman. Since she had 
sexual relations with her captors, even 
though unwillingly, she was defiled. This 
made her a victim who, in the eyes of 
many, enjoyed her misfortune. 
“Secondly, she was guilty of being a 
Hearst. Her family name was the reason 
she was kidnaped, and the reason she 
was tried by the government. It was also 
because she was a Hearst that she was 
convicted. 
“Finally Patty was guilty of remaining 
alive. If only she’d had the good grace to 
die, everyone would have felt sorry for 
her and closed their minds to the inci­ 
dent. But she didn’t oblige; neither the 
SLA nor the police killed her; and 
everyone felt she should be punished.” 
Footnote: the quiet, gaunt Patty, now 
under a 35-year sentence, is living in the 
closely guarded confines of her parents' 
San Francisco home while her lawyers 
appeal her conviction. 
WATCH ON WASTE - The Army is 
spending $300,000 a year on an organiza­ 
tion to promote rifle marksmanship 
among civilians. The National Board for 
the Promotion of Rifle Practice was es­ 
tablished in 1903 to train a civilian 
militia. But although the National Guard 
and m ilitary reserves train today’s 
civilian minutemen, the Army is still 
spending public money to award trophies 
to am ateur m arksm en.

Major decisions will be made by the 
Friends group, including election of of­ 
ficers. the forming of com m ittees and a 
walk through the garden. For those who 
don't know, the group was formed on 
Feb 27 to support the efforts of Warren 
Arnold to refurbish the botanic garden. 
The organizational effort has been 
greeted with an outpouring of support 
from the community 
Major decisions will also be made at 
the iris society meeting because it is the 
final public meeting before the society’s 
fourth annual show at the library on 
April 30-May I. A selection of color slides 
of iris will be shown and final reports 
will be given on details of the show. 
Earlier I said the spur to the organiza­ 
tion of both groups was the desire to give 
recognition to gardeners and in other 
respects to further the cause of growing 
things I’ve learned that people can live 
their lives and die without more than a

I think that I am about to break the 
success jinx in the Vincent clan, and I 
owe it all to the coffee freeze in South 
America 
With the price of coffee jumping by 25 
cents a pound almost weekly, research 
has been going on to find an acceptable 
substitute for the expensive brew and do 
you know what someone has discovered? 
Dried dandelion roots roasted to a 
crisp in the oven, mixed with some other 
herbs and spices in just the right 
amount, make a delicious drink! 
My dear, do you know that in my fror* 
and back yards there grows the world’s 
largest single source of dandelions? 
Pardon me if I say “ Eureka!” but I do 
believe I have discovered gold in my 
yard in the heretofore pesky golden blos­ 
soms of the dandelion. 
When I think of all the dandelions I 
have stomped, dug up. mowed down and 
otherwise destroyed it makes me shud­ 
der. 
No more. Now if my neighbors see me 
out w atering and fertilizing my 
dandelion crop, they will know that I 
have not flipped my lid but simply am 
paving my way to becoming the coffee- 
substitute baron of Lemon Avenue, if not 
the whole of Lompoc Valley. 
Actually. I got my inspiration from 
National Geographic Magazine which 
noted that there are a number of accep­ 
table substitutes for coffee if a person is 
willing to go out and hunt for them. 
I was particularly attracted to the 
dandelion suggestion since it involves no 
hunting at all. 
Furthermore, dandelion brew is a 100- 
per cent caffeine-free substitute for cof­ 
fee and tastes wonderful (they tell me) 
when you take a mixture of one-third 
ground 
roasted dandelion root, two- 
thirds of chicory and a touch of cin­ 
namon and steep it in a tea ball dunked in 
a cup of boiling water. 
1 am not the selfish type, and I want all 
who have the inclination to do so to be 
able to share in the coffee-substitute 
bonanza 
For instance, if you have a lot of oak 
trees around, chase the squirrels away 
from your acorns and gather the nuts 
into a potato sack or other cloth con­ 
tainer and leach them by hanging them 
(shelled, of course» under a dripping 
faucet for eight hours Then grind them 
in a coffee mill, toasting the grounds on a 
cookie tray in the oven for a couple of 
hours Some people in Germany resorted 
to this ersatz coffee during World War II 
and never went back to the real stuff. 
Other possibilities include fruit juices 
mixed with hot water and honey, natural 
teas or infusions of peppermint or spear­ 
mint. rose hips, chamomile, lemongrass 
or sassafras. 
National Geographic suggests that you 
might want to experiment with the 300 or 
so other natural offerings found in health 
food stores and come up with your 
“ natural infusions.” 
Sure, some of these things are costly, 
but if the price of coffee continues to go 
up — and everybody says it will — these 
ingredients will be competitive or even 
cheaper 
Som e already are. 
says 
National Geographic. 
In the East, chicory is selling for $2 a 
pound. Saint Johnsw ort at $3.10, 
primrose at $3 75. wild lettuce at $2 75, 
and myrtle twigs at $3 for 25 of them 
At the moment, chickweed, m istletoe 
(which the Department of Agriculture 
advises may cause health problems if its 
berries and leaves are used to make a 
brewi, 
wintergreen, 
witch 
hazel, 
asparagus root, skunk cabbage, wolfbane 
and the barks of prickly ash and slippery 
elm cost more 
Birch bark sells at $12 a pound in some 
natural food stores and ginseng tea. a 
favorite of wealthy Asians, sells for up to 
$150 a pound. 
Prices do not bother me. however, so 
long as my indestructible dandelions 
continue to produce. 
I can almost see it now — one day they 
will make a television com m ercial 
featuring me as the “picky” buyer of 
dandelion roots who rejects hundreds of 
tons of inferior roots a year which must 
be sold to other coffee-substitute 
brokers 
Eat your hearts oui. Hills Brothers!

FAMILY jaunts can include Fido, too with proper safeguards, advises pet care expert. Vaction- 
time can be enjoyable experience for family traveling with pet. 
Happy traveling with your pet! 


Will you include your dog 
or cat on this year’s vaca­ 
tion? If he’s an unseasoned 
trav eler (or chronic 
“whoopser” ), it might be 
best for everyone’s sake to 
let him vacation at home. 
But if your pet loves car 
rides, he should make a 
fine traveling companion. 
Here are some tips to keep 
your trip pleasant for both 
you and your four-footed 
friend. 
Before you leave, have 
your veterinarian give 
your pet a check-up and 
and bring all shots up to 
date. This is the best way 
to be sure your pet is up 
for a trip. While you’re 
there, get certificates for 
proof of vaccination. 
(Many states require this 
for Rabies). 
Things to take: supply of 
food and water that your 
pet is used to at home 
(pets can suffer from 
tourist’s trauma just like 
people!); collar and leash; 
your pet’s sleeping pad or 
blanket. Don’t forget the 
item everyone forgets: the 
food bowl! 
Full tummies don’t go 
well with vacations! Give 
your pet water but no food 
before starting out. Feed 
him only a light meal when 
you’ve reached the night’s 
destination. Take frequent 
rest and water stops (at 
least once every 3 hours) 
so that your pet can stretch 
his legs and relieve him­ 
self. (This is good for the 
driver.too). 
During the ride, keep all 
pets (as well as children) 
in their own places. Dogs 
can usually be trained to 
“ STAY” . But cats (or 
dogs) who insist on hopping 
back and forth over the 


seats should be kept in an 
airy travel-case, or else 
tethered to one spot in the 
car. A cool breeze coming 
through a slightly cracked 
window is a delight for pets 
to sniff (helps them pass 
the time). But it shouldn’t 
be wide enough for heads, 
paws or whole pets to get 
through! 


When you make a stop 
and must leave your pet in 
the car: Park in the shade; 
leave windows open 2 
inches for air; don’t be 
gone for too long. (This is 
after you’ve thoughtfully 
walked and watered him, 
of course). Remember to 
keep car-doors locked to 
prevent theft or accidental 
loss of your traveling pet. 


Let your pet explore 
stop-overs with you when­ 
ever you can. But keep him 
on a leash! This might not 
be his idea of fun and ad­ 
venture, but it will save 
you both a lot of anguish 
should he decide to explore 
on his own — and then get 
lost. 
Last, be a courteous pet- 
owner. Wherever you stay 
for the night, be it a motel, 
friend’s house or campsite, 
clean up after your pet. 
Don’t let him howl or bark 
to disturb others, and don't 
leave him unattended in a 
strange room (where he 
might decide to chew the 
legs off the furniture!) The 
only thing you should ever 
leave behind is a good im­ 
pression!

Start your planning 
with a trip to your service 
station for a tune-up and 
a complete check. You’ll 
save money in the long 
run with a better operat­ 
ing engine and less likeli­ 
hood of having a malfunc­ 
tion in strange territory. 
And when you’re on the 
road, remember these tips 
for fuel economy and eas­ 
ier driving: 
a OBSERVE the 55 MPH 
speed lim it. 
• KEEP a steady foot on 
the accelerator. 
a AVOID “jack rabbit” 
starts and sudden stops. 
a DON’T stand in traffic 
idling the engine. 
• INFLATE your tires to 
the proper level. 
• RIDE “on top of the 
tank.” 


With the advent of 
beautiful driving condir 
tions and vacation travel, 
motorists begin to think 
about getting the most for 
their gasoline dollars. 
“Plan Ahead’’ is no long­ 
er a cliche. The 55-mile- 
per-hour speed limit was 
designed for safety and 
economy, but it will take 
you a little longer to reach 
your destination. 
Allow 
plenty of time. 
And allow time for rest 
breaks. Starting a vaca­ 
tion on edge because of 
too much steady driving 
is not calculated to make 
for a happy beginning. 
If you are traveling with 
children or pets, remem­ 
ber that they need more 
frequent stops. 
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Helpful tips on trailer towing 


• Handling, steering, 
braking, accelerating and 
riding of your vehicle are 
altered when towing. In­ 
ternational Scout recom­ 
mends that before head­ 
ing out, practice operating 
your tow vehicle/trailer 
combination near home. 
• Stopping distances 
are increased with a trail­ 
er. Begin to brake well in 
advance. 
• Use the engine to pro­ 
vide braking assistance by 


shifting to a lower gear 
when descending grades. 
• More room is needed 
for your combination to 
pass other vehicles safely. 
• Since you are driving 
a slower, more cumber­ 
some vehicle, be sure to 
be particularly courteous 
in your driving. 
• Don’t try to maintain 
high road speeds; road 
grade, rolling resistance 
and air turbulence all put 
increased horsepower re­ 
quirements on your ve­ 
hicle. 
• On hot summer days, 


climbing grades may in­ 
crease water temperature 
levels. Minimise overheat­ 
ing by downshifting to a 
lower gear. 
• The trailer should be 
carefully loaded. If pos­ 
sible, place 10 per cent of 
the total trailer weight on 
the trailer hitch. Ideally, 
the load should be balanc­ 
ed left to right. 
• The use of a load 
equalizing hitch transfers 
trailer torque weight 
(load) from the rear 
wheels of the towing ve­ 
hicle to the front wheels 


of the towing vehicle and 
the trailer axle. An equal­ 
izer hitch should be used 
for trailers 2,000-5,000 lbs. 
• Check trailer brakes 
and lights for good work­ 
ing order and proper con­ 
nection before starting 
out on the road. 
• Avoid "Jackrabbit” 
starts and “crash” stops. 
Always start slowly and 
in low gear. 
• Backing a trailer 
properly takes practice. A 
simple method of packing 
into the spot you want is 
to turn the wheel in the 


direction opposite to the 
way you want the rear of 
the trailer to turn. 
• A trailer 2,000 lbs. or 
less can be safely towed 
and stopped by any model 
Scout. It does not need an 
independent brake system. 
a A trailer 2,000 lbs. and 
up must have its own 
brake system. Since the 
trailer often weighs as 
much as the towing vehi­ 
cle, power brakes are man­ 
datory. All International
